to remove the gates. 


Alderman Klrby also objected to a

did not receive a second, ao the matter 
was dropped. 
The other members of 


the board seemed to think the tea room 
.was a benefit. 


At the weekly session of the board on 


Thursday evening, B hearing was given 
to the Newport Beach Association in 
regard to the order to remove the gates 
about the dance hall. A number of tha 
board of directors attended, andapoke 
in favor of allowing them to protect 
people at the Beach by the ose of the 
gates. 


.General Manager McGowan was the 


first speaker, arid told of the reasons 
for erecting the gates. Tobacco smoke 
came in through the windows of the 
dance hall, and a number of complaints 
had been made. The Association was 
under contract to" protect the people at 
the Beach, and he believed that the 
erection of these gates was a step in 
that direction. He told of the large 
amounts paid last year for rent, wages, 
insurance, and supplies, all of which 
was a benefit to the people of Newport 


Other speakers included Ernst Voigt, 


J. Henry Cremrn, F. F. Nolan, William 
Williams, A. B. Cascambas, and Joseph 
S. Milne. Mr. Nolan was very doubt- 
ful of the power of the board of alder- 
men to prevent the Association from 
building over the point in question, and 
he desired to go into the matter with 
the city solicitor. The latter repeated 
his assertion that it was a question of 
fact and not of law, and that the board 
could take such action in the matter as 
it saw fit Alderman Kirby held oat 
for his original motion, and the matter 
was allowed to go over to the next 
meeting, the gates in the meantime to 
remain open.

When the 'coiiininnder 
In chief nVbe'yonport learned the na- 
ture ot the.'disabled burk's cargo ho 
ordered all Ilie- wnr vessels In tha 
sound to take refuge at Hnnmze and 
forbade the Hobe to stand In for re- 
pairs until all her perilous cargo hnd 
been removed by a barge of the war 
department. 


Tlie Volturno, which burned at sea, 


had a cargo which included rags, p»at 
moss, barrels of spirits, lar nnd .oils, 
together with drums of various chemi- 
cals. Water could have little effect on 
the flames from such a combination 
when it had caught fire. 


N'ltrlc nnd sulphuric nclils are dan- 


gerous cargoes nnd add to the dangers 
of the sea when carried aboard ships. 
Sonic years ago the Phoenix liner Mich- 
igan_ wns.caught In n gale while com- 
ing to this country. She had a deck- 
loud'of sulphuric and muriatic acid In 
metal drums. A huge sea wnshed over 
the forward deck and broke a number 
of the acid drums from their lashings, 
Boniling them crushing around the 
deck. Volunteers were called for to 
hoave the arums overboard. The crash- 
ing of the sen nml the rolling on the 
deck had split some of the containers 
anil tlie acid burned the flesh of the 
ecllors who responded to the call for 
volunteers. The battle with the de.id- 
ly add drums waged for nn hour. Man 
after man was forced to fall out from 
the Hue of battle and go below to 
have his wounds dre.=s«U When the 
situation was becoming critical the 
danger was eliminated the way It had 
come—by another wave washing over 
the vessel nnd carrying nwny the un- 
fastened drums nnd part of the lee rail. 


Shipmasters dislike carrying drums 


of scld where they cannot be reached 
readily. A Chilean ship put In at the 
Falkland Islands leaking badly. Ucr 
cargo was mude up of drums of acid 
end chalk. The acid had leaked from 
the drums and mixed .with the cbilfc. 
forming carbonic acid gns In the hoM. 
This gns Is deadly nnd the crew couM 
not make repairs. Meantime the acid 
had gathered at the bottom of the hoM 
and eaten away the Iron frareL^ of tho 
ship.—Xevr York Press.

out get n'small piece of wood about 
the same size and with tho hammer 
wedge It tightly Into the space. When 
It seems linn take the nail anil drive it 
Into the wood. It will go lu nicely, 
without bending, and remain firm an 
indefinite length of time. This same 
method wns used at one time-when it 
was decided to hang a hammock be- 
tween the fence nnd the wall, with the 
exception that the hole was dug out a 
little longer and deeper than for an or- 
dinary null.—Minneapolis Journal. 


Homemade Barometer.

language that 1 learned to recogubo 
was kycf or knlf. Making kycf was a 
very common occupation, Judging from 
the number of times that 1 heard tho 
word used. The dictionary definition' 
of kyef is "health,11 "pleasure." Health 
and pleasure arc not always synony- 
mous, but they seemed to be in Ibis 
case, for people who said they had 
been making kycf always looked both 
liappy and heallby. 


To the average American tho idea 


represented by tho word kycf U about 
as foreign as tho word itself. You 
could uot possibly make kycf ot a foot- 
ball game or a horse race or automo- 
blllng up to the limit of police regula- 
tions. One thing soon becomes evident 
to the scientific Investigator of kycf. 
Whatever It may be, kycf is made 
without haste, without excitement and, 
above all things, without nolsel 


Leisure, Idling if you like, has been 


reduced to a One art In the orient. 
Thero Is no place In the world where 
doing nothing is so respectable. Able- 
bodied men sit unblushingly at midday 
In a coffee house drinking numberless 
cups of strong, black coffee, 8moklng,a 
nargllc,and staring at a chessboard 
tor hours nt a time.

which means "alt," Is much used both 
in word and in action. They sit over a 
cup of coffeo In an out of door cafe, 
they sit under a tree smoking a clga- 
rctto, they sit for four hours making 
you a visit, and they may Bit the live- 
long day out In a grassy field or on the 
banks of a stream doing nothing at all. 


Tho Turks are fond of outdoors. And 


ono Is not surprised. Tho highest point 
of Constantinople is Tchomlldja, a hill 
that stands a few miles buck'from the 
Scutari landing on tho Asiatic side. 
The view from this hill Is one whoeo 
beauty casts n spell that lasts as long 
as memory lasts. "See Naples and die" 
runs the old saying, but do not dlo be- 
fore you have seen Constantinople 
from Tchamlldja. 


There.are ninny open fields.In and 


about Constantinople to.which the peo 
pie resort, oir high days and holidays 
the brilliant colors of the native dress 
standing out against the greenest greei 
nnd the bluest blue ot the nntura 
background. And everywhere the dai- 
zling ahecn of water, the silvery, calm 
surface -of 
the Marmora stretching 


away in the distance and tho blue 
winding Bosporus at our feet. Thero 
la a hush about a Turkish holiday 
gathering which Is always like a Sun- 
day. Caiques glide noiselessly by, peo- 
ple sit In grouiis or saunter about on 
the shore, like the figures In a picture, 
everybody, making kyef In his own way. 


One of Ihe popular resorts for great 


numbers of iwoplo is tho Sweet Wa- 
tera ot Europe, a small stream of fresh 
water 0owing Into the upper part of 
the Golden Horn. The best and easiest 
\vay to reach this place, the stranger 
Is-told, Is by rowboat up the Golden 
Horn. This "best and easiest1' way IB, 
however, a bit trying to the nerves. 
Oalata bridge, from which tho boats 
leave, Is the busiest spot In Constanti- 
nople. You'ore jostled from before and 
behind,-screamed, at In all the lan- 
guages you ever heard of and frighten- 
ed nearly to death before you get down 
the rickety HtUe stairway leading to 
the landing. Nothing can really hap- 
pen to you, but you do not know that 
until afterward. 
If you should fall 


Into the water you would be promptly 
fished out by friendly hands amid 
Mashnllahs! In all the tones of the 
chromatic scale. Down below, you ore 
warned within an Inch of your life 
about all the things you must not do 
In tho caique. 
A calrjue Is a small 


rowboat,'the daintiest, most graceful 
little craft in the world, but it was 
made to Up over. 


If yon get away from the landing 


without being spilled out into the 
water you breathe one sigh of relief, 
but not more than one. for the Golden 
Horn Is very narrow and very busy, 
and any moment you may look up at 
the prow of a steamer bearing down 
upon you at full speed. Fiehlnd you. 
and to the right of you, nnd to the left 
of you, are clumsy freight boats man- 
aged by scolding boatmen. And Just 
here one of your oarsmen, docs what 
he has forbidden you to do—stands up 
In his place. Wildly gesticulating, ho 
•colds buck In picturesque Turkish at 
a careless steersman who ban nearly 
tipped you over. After you have had 
thli experience a few times and have 
escaped with your life you cease to 
mind it 


Qn!et comes at last, and long, smooth 


stretches of shining water. The motion 
of a caique is perfect. It glides over 
the water with no effort at all. Tbc sil- 
very light of the eastern sun, the mag- 
ic touch of the soft south wind, the 
voice of the muezzin calling to prayer 
from the minaret In the distance— 
(harm you Into the land of the lotus.—

WIGS, HOODS AND CAPS. 


8hape», Colon and Significance cf Old 


Egyptian Headgear, 


The reliefs and paintings on the walls 


of tho tombs and temples of the Egyp- 
Jans show that- that race of people 
woro thick and elegant headdresses. 
Hats with brluis were apparently un- 
known. Their headgear consisted of 
•wigs, hoods and caps. 


"The wigs were very likely made of 


hair or tow, for their great size could 
not have beon!raado by dressing of a 
person's own hair; tho cans wcro also 
very large and high and made of mate- 
rial which as to Its kind can only bo 
guessed nt," says Charles B. lieatcr in 
a history and development of hats and 
headgear. 


"Tho largest were cupola shaped, and 


their use was probably confined," ho 
further says, "to thoso of royal blood. 
They were yellow, white and red. It'Is 
supposed that the yellow ones wcro 
made of brass and wcro a kind of hel- 
met, that the white was tho crown ol 
upper Kgypt and the red the crown of 
lower Egypt. The pschent, a combina- 
tion of the whllo and red, was :cousld- 
prcd as the symbol of tho rule over tho 
land. Lower flat crowned caps wcro 
worn both alone and over a hood, and 
sometimes with n strap uodcr tho chin 
to hold the headpiece in place. The 
huge wigs were prolmhly worn upon 
the shaven heads, as It is supposed that 
the clean shaven head was as preva- 
lent in Egypt as it Is now In tropical 
Asia."

Linked Vfith the Country', Va«t Bed* 


cf Cheeselike Loess. 


Some of the most characteristic !m* 


prcsslous of C'ulim are connected wlttl 
the great loess deposit that covers th<» 
greater part of north China. lu some, 
placos It reaches a depth of 1,600 feet 
or 2,000 feet. It Is probably a wind 
boriie accumulation of drltd mud or 
Olio desert sand coming from the arid 
Interior of Asia. It Is uniform In com- 
position and structure, unstratlucd, 
splits vertically 
and contains 
land 


shells, but no water shells. 


The streams have cut dosvii through, 


tho loess und are all deeply stained 
with Its characteristic brown yellow. 
It Is tha loess that gives us Yellow 
liver, Yellow sea, Yellow emperor— 
doubtless It suggested the Imperial col- 
or. The uortheru portion of the Pe- 
king-Hankow railway passes through, a 
vast yellow country, and the traveler 
scarcely sees a'btoue, u ^111 or a tree- 
Tho soil and the watercourses are yel- 
low, tho Hat roofed houfics aro yellow, 
tho walls of the cities and towns are, 
yellow. Tho air la yellow with dust. 
Everything that grows Is yellow, even 
tho yellow people and tbclr clothing 
aro powdered with tho yellow dust. 


Tho loess slices like cheese. ^Most at 


the mduntaln people house themselves, 
by digging a care ln:a bank formed 
of this material. 
When plastered It 


makes a clean, dry place, warm In, 
winter and cool In summer, Its only . 
drawback Is In the matter of ventila- 
tion. Some of these dwellings aro two 
or three stories high; have framed'win- 
dows and doorways and aro well fur- 
nished. 


It startles you to look over a'broad; 


pralriollko country, divided Into fields 
highly cultivated and see no highways, 
houses, people, or domestic animals. 
The roads hnvo cut their way into th.9 
loess nnd run at the bottom of canons, 
sometimes seventy or eighty feet deep. 
The people have dug out their dwell- 
ings and stables In the cliffs that lta« 
tho roads and streams.—Youth's Com- 
panion.
